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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  most  classes  of  livestock  de- 
clined this  week.  Decreased  cattle  receipts 
at  most  midwest  markets  tended  to  minimize 
to  a  certain  extent  the  bearish  effect  exerted 
by  sharp  price  declines  in  the  carlot  dressed 
meat  trade,  but  even  so,  live  prices  worked 
lower.  Slaughter  steers  sold  steady  to  750 
lower  while  heifers  were  steady  to  500  lower. 
The  number  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold 
out  of  first  hands  at  the  seven  markets  totaled 
88,500  head  compared  101,500  a  year  ago.  The 
average  weight  of  slaughter  steers  at  the  seven 
markets  was  1113#,  nine  pounds  under  a  year  ago. 
Slaughter  cows  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
sold  mostly  steady.  Barrows  and  gilts  were 
mostly  5O0-$1.OO  lower.  Slaughter  lambs  also 
sold  500-41.00  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Prices  on 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  worked  lower  for 
the  second  consecutive  week,  as  lower  wholesale 
dressed  beef  prices  more  than  offset  any  bull- 
ish influence  curtailed  receipts  may  have  had. 
The  twelve  market  receipts  of  205,000  head  were 
the  smallest  for  a  non-holiday  week  since  early 
August.  Slaughter  steers  closed  steady  to  750 
lower  and  heifers  steady  to  500  lower.  Below 
■normal  supplies  at  mid-week  stimulated  trading 
and  prices  strengthened,  but  not  sufficiently 
to  offset  the  early  week  declines.  Cows  were 
mostly  steady,  except  500  lower  at  St.  Louis 
and  St.  Paul.  Bulls  closed  fully  steady  and 
vealers  strong  to  $1.00  higher.  A  slight  in- 
crease was  noted  in  the  supply  of  short-fed 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers, with  loadlots 
grading  better  than  average-Choice   scarce  at 
most  markets  and  consequently  such  kinds  found 
the  most  dependable  demand.  Cows  comprised  12 
percent  of  the  twelve  market  receipts,  com- 
pared 11  percent  the  previous  week.  Feeder 
cattle  and  calves  made  up  24  percent  of  the  run. 

Slaughter  steers:  In  Chicago  fifteen 
loads  Prime  1200-1375#  brought  $32.25-32.50 
with  bulk  high-Choice  and  Prime  1150-1400#  go- 
ing from  $31.00-32.00.  Bulk  Choice  over  the 
area  $28.00-30.00  with  loadlots  over  1200#  up 
to  $31.00  in  Chicago.  Good  brought  $25.50- 
27.50;  Standard  and  low-Good  $23.00-25.25. 

Slaughter  heifers:  In  Chicago  few  loads 
high-Choice  and  Prime  975-1050#  cashed  at 
$29.50  with  one  load  Prime  1060#  $30.00.  Bulk 
Choice  over  the  area  brought  $27.00-29.00; 
Good  $23.50-27.00;  Standard  and  low-Good 
$21.00-24.00. 

Cows:  Utility  and  Commercial  closed  at 
$13.50-16.00,  few  head  to  $16.50;  Canner  and 
Cutter  largely  $11.00-14.00. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Marketings  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  were  fairly  liberal  as 
November  drew   to  a  close.  Fully  6,000  Canadians 
were  included  in  receipts  at  Sioux  City  and  a 


sizeable  percent  of  the  feeder  classes  at  St. 
Paul  were  of  Canadian  origin.  Good  and  Choice 
grades  made  up  a  large  percent  of  the  over-all 
supplies  at  terminal  markets.  In  fairly  active 
trading  prices  generally  were  well  maintained 
on  a  steady  basis.  At  Kansas  City  calves 
closed  steady  to  500  lower  but  other  classes 
on  that  market  sold  steady  to  250  higher.  At 
Fort  Worth  prices  were  5O0-$2.OO  higher  and  at 
Oklahoma  City  and  Wichita  ruled  steady  to  500 
higher.  Although  slaughter  steer  and  heifer 
prices  weakened  somewhat  this  week,  prices 
still  were  $3.00-4.00  higher  than  a  year  ago 
and  at  levels  encouraging  to  feeder  buyers.  In 
addition  the  need  for  cattle  to  glean  stalk 
fields, and  in  some  areas  desire  for  cattle  to 
graze  wheat  pastures,  gave  further  impetus  to 
the  good  demand  which  has  characterized  trading 
throughout  the  season.

and  two  loads  Choice  368-432#  $32.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Supplies  at 
twelve  leading  terminals  at  415,000  head,  was 
largest  volume  in  a  year  and  an  increase  of 
more  than  100,000  over  the  previous  week  when 
there  was  a  holiday.  This  large  movement, 
along  with  lower  prices  for  pork  products, 
spelled  sharply  lower  prices  for  hogs.  Down- 
turns on  barrows  and  gilts  as  a  rule  measured 
5O0-$1.OO,  although  St.  Joseph  and  Kansas 
City  reported  instances  of  only  250  downturns. 
Sows  generally  were  5O0-$1.OO  lower,  Omaha  re- 
porting extremes  of  $1.25  and  Sioux  City  as 
much  as  $1.50.  Along  with  the  increase  in  re- 
ceipts, tonnage  was  enlarged  by  heavier  aver- 
age weights  at  some  points.  Supplies  were  pre- 
dominantly No.  1-3  grades  weighing  210-250# 
but  there  was  a  substantial  rise  in  No.  2-3 
grade  hogs  weighing  250-300//.  Sows  comprised 
11  percent  of  the  8  market  receipts. 

Barrows  and  gilts:  At  the  close  U.  S. 
1-2,  190-230//  sold  at  $17.00-17.50,  at  eastern 
Corn  Belt  markets  and  $16.35-16.75  in  the 
western  part  of  the  area.  At  eastern  Corn 
Belt  markets  closing  sales  No.  1-3,  180-240# 
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were  at  $16.25-17.00,  mostly  $16.50-17.00  with 
240-500#  at  $14.50-16.25.     In  the  western  part 
of  the  area  No.   1-3,  180-240#  brought  $16.00- 
16.50,     few  down  to  $15.75.

Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  receipts 
totaled  371,000  compared  with  337,000  in  the 
holiday  shortened  period  last  week  and  397,000 
in  the  full  marketing  week  a  year  earlier.     U. 
S.  1-3  200-250#  butchers  comprised  bulk  of  re- 
ceipts with  some  increase  in  heavier  weights. 
Sows  estimated  9  percent  of  receipts.     Prices 
bent  downward  on  most  days  with  a  slow  whole- 
sale pork  trade  a  bearish  influence.     For  the 
week,  barrows  and  gilts  40-500  lower.     Sows 
under  400#  40-500  lower,     heavier  weights  50- 
750  lower.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  was  slow  in  the  Boston  wool  market  as 
supplies  were  limited.  Demand  continued  good  for 
combing  wools  and  prices  were  steady  to  firm. 
Small  lots  of  woolen  wools  and  noils  sold  steady. 
Activity  in  the  Territory  states  and  Texas  was 
very  slow  and  trading  was  limited  in  the  native 
states  as  supplies  were  scarce. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed  prices 
firm  with  Japan  and  the  Continent  active  and 
Great  Britain  supporting.  The  Cape  markets  were 
very  strong  due  to  a  shortage  of  combing  wools 
and  an  upward  trend  for  short  wools,  with  France, 
the  United  States  and  England  dominating.  The 
New  Zealand  markets  were  strong  while  the  South 
American  markets  remained  dormant. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Good  length  medium  grade 
lambs  wool  bulk  56/58s  sold  at  900  clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  California  wool  sold  at  $1.30 
clean  basis  on  a  core  test. 

Texas  Wools  -  Activity  in  Texas  was  very 
dull  with  only  small  lots  of  fall  wool  moved 
around  980-$l.OO  clean  basis,  delivered  East.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady- 
to  $1.00  lowerj  cow  beef  weak  to  $1.00  lower j 
veal  and  calf  steady  to  $2.00  higher  with  sales 
at  New  York  steady  to  strong.  Lamb  prices  were 
steady  to  $2.00  lower,  mostly  $1.00  off.  Pork 
loins  were  steady  to  $3.50  lowerj  Boston  butts 
$1.00-4.00  lowerj  spareribs  and  fresh  skinned 
hams  steady  to  $1.00  higher.  However,  all  pork 
was  steady  to  $2.00  higher  at  Baltimore. 

Kosher  dressed  steer  forequarters  sold 
$1.00-1.50  lower.  Kosher  lamb,  veal  and  calf 
sold  steady. 

Supplies  of  fresh  meat  were  mostly  normal, 
except  lamb  above  normal  at  Washington,  while 
veal  and  calf  was  slightly  below  normal  at  some 
points.  Beef  was  moderately  active  at  the 
several  markets,  but  chucks  were  generally  slow 
moving  and  sold  lower  for  the  second  consecutive 
week.  Hinds,  rounds  and  ribs  moved  quite  readi- 
ly.
